-A Persian Touch 


T hat curious blend of the tradition- 
al and the exotic that is Palm Beach is 
‘an appropriate climate for Mehri Da- 
nielpour. 

She is the popular Iranian-born 
sculptress who now calls the resort area 
‘home, and she is totally committed to 
ithe traditional in her realistic portrait 
heads of men, women and children. 

The exotic is conjured up by the art- 

ist’s Persian background. Who can fail 
to be moved by romantic visions of that 
ancient land of warriors and poets, even 
if the conjuring is done by an English 
translation of Omar Khayyam? 
Contemporary exoticism is another 
thing. and Mrs. Danielpour had an un- 
‘usual taste of it a year ago when she 
was invited to sculpt the head of Em- 
press Farah of Iran and eight-year-old 
Crown Prince Reza. 
“It was the first time that any mem- 
per of the royal family sat for an artist.” 
she said. “I expected trumpets and 
courtly fanfare. but the Empress is a 
queen with a difference. She has a way 
about her that puts both the diplomat 
ind the peasant at ease.” 

The unusual royal commission came 
as an early climax in Mrs. Danielpour’s 
jtareer. Although her formal art studies 
joegan in childhood and were continued 
nm Rome and Florence and at the Phoe- 
1x School of Design in New York, she 
lid not work professionally till about 
aight years ago. Then friends talked her 
mto exhibiting her work, commissions 
ollowed. and now she is a glowing cap- 
ive of success. 

The Iranian story is nonetheless 
mique. Mrs. Danielpour. whose father 
tas a home in Tehran as well as one on 
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Long Island, has been in the habit of vi- 
siting her native country every other 
year. She knows Iranian dignitaries 
throughout the world. and was called on 
to do portrait heads of the consul- 
general of Iran and his wife in New 
York City, then a bust of Mrs. Abdol 
Hossein Hamzavi, wife of the Iranian 
ambassador to Brazil. 

Word tends to get around in court 
circles. Last August while visiting Teh- 
ran, Mrs. Danielpour was invited for an 
audience with the Empress Farah. 

Equipped with a working knowledge 
of the language plus a crash course in 
court protocol, the artist presented her- 
self at Saadabad Palace. Arrangements 
were made for a single sitting and work 
was begun. As the Empress did not 
want to wear a crown, her hair was 
styled to present a heightened and regal 
appearance. 

Danielpour skips the usual prelimi- 
naries in her sculptures — caliper mea- 
surements, etc. — and starts directly 
with the clay. 

“The piece is so much fresher and 
more lifelike.” she says, “and when sub- 
jects find they don’t have to pose forev- 
er, they immediately relax.” 

Whatever the reason, the Empress 
Farah extended her original one sitting 
to four in one week, and the royal fami- 
ly was so pleased with the result that 
the artist promptly began a head of 
Crown Prince Reza. 

The prince and his young sister and 
brother have their own small palace near 
the large one for grownups, so Mrs. Da- 
nielpour had an exceptional opportunity 
to view royalty at home.

Mrs. Danielpour’s real working stu- 
dio is in her North Palm Beach home. 
There she has all the space in the world 
and merely has to contend with sudden 
descents by her children and her hus- 
band and the presence of a T'V set. 

This busy blending of the arts of 
homemaking and creative sculpture 
must have something to be said for it, 
for she continues to turn out an impres- 
sive array of work. Among her many 
portrait busts are a handsome one of 
President John F. Kennedy and an im- 
pressive likeness of former Ambassador 
Stanton Griffis. There’s a lovely bust of 
Mrs. Claude R. Kirk, the governor’s 
wife, and there are loads of sculptured 
portraits of children. Danielpour is mar- 
velous at capturing the clear grace of 
childhood. 

As a change from what is really real, 
the sculptress will occasionally grant 
herself the freedom of an imaginary sit- 
ter. In this way she has created such in- 
ventive small bronzes as Dancer, Girl on 
the Rock, and Maestro.

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Pe southernmost Atlantic 
coastline, about 100 miles below Lisbon 
and facing Africa, was called Al Gharb in 
ancient Arabic, which meant ‘‘The Land 
Beyond”’ — that Far West bordering 
the ‘“‘Sea of Darkness.’”’ Today, it is the 
Algarve, a mecca for elite travelers. 

The Algarve Coast’s secluded resorts 
boast some of the world’s most luxurious 
facilities where huge red cliffs tower 
above expanses of gleaming beach. 

The splendid heartland of the Al- 
garve lies half-hidden along 40 miles of 
shore between the venerable towns of 
Lagos and Faro. It is easily accessible 
by plane or car from Lisbon. 

An ideal year-round destination, the 
sea-fringed Algarve is protected from 
north winds and separated from the rest 
of Europe by the 3,000-foot-high Serra 
do Monchique. The handsome jumble of

tinctive cork-oak. A few miles south, At-

in summer, there is no rain at all from 
June through September, and humidity 
is negligible. 

Moorish flavor is pronounced in the 
Algarve’s people, their way of life, and 
their architecture. Seemingly unchanged 
for centuries, this medieval kingdom was 
conquered in 1251 by Alfonso III, and 
not surprisingly, the whitewashed vil- 
lages with flat-roofed houses still evoke 
scenes of Morocco. 

Algarve is the land of fig, almond 
and orange. However, in the last few 
years these beautiful, virtually unknown 
beaches have seen very fashionable de- 
velopment. Vale do Lobo (Valley of the 
Wolves) now has an 18-hole golf course 
that skirts unique 200-foot cliffs, while 
the 210-room Penina Golf Hotel near 
the fishing village of Portimao has a golf 
course, tennis courts, bowling green and 
two swimming pools. 

Resorts along the Algarve retain 
their quiet remoteness and elegant seclu- 
sion in part because of the terrain — 
sharp cliffs and deep bays preclude a 
highway right at the shoreline, as on the 
Cote d’Azur, Amalfi Coast, and Sardin- 
ia’s Costa Smerelda. Instead, a main 
east-west highway three to five miles in- 
land, joins byways winding down to the 
sea at towns such as Praia da Quarteira, 
Albufeira, Vale do Lobo; and Praia da 
Rocha. 

Another aspect of the Algarve’s re- 
freshing insulation is that most of the 
hotels are luxurious establishments de- 
signed as comprehensive resort-centers. 
They have the privacy of extensive pine- 
clad grounds or cliff-hanging isolation on 
the brink of sea. They are in the coun- 
tryside or just outside tiny villages.

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ings of gentle rural life (there’s virtually 
no industry) and very lightly travelled 
roads. Faro, its capital, has less than 
20,000 inhabitants, while the largest 
port, Lagos, has about half that popula- 
tion. 

Here is a domain for detente. The 
landscape is refreshing.Outdoor sports 
are a key pastime, range from sport fish- 
ing to polo. There are animated market- 
places at Albufeira and Lagos, night- 
clubs and casinos in several towns, and 
dancing at most major hotels. There’s 
variety at an easy pace. 

In addition to the Algarve’s charac- 
teristic room to roam, it proffers refresh- 
ing friendliness, people with a quick hu- 
mor and quiet life. The air is markedly 
exhilarating, the skies have intense lumi- 
nosity, and the landscape is colored with 
rich reds and greens, whitewashed walls, 
golden sand and utterly limpid waters. 
At dusk, the shoreline becomes a melt- 
ing panorama. 

The Algarve region’s rapid develop- 
ment has been spurred significantly by 
the Ponte Salazar across the Tagus Riv- 
er at Lisbon and Faro’s 7,800-foot air- 
port runway. The bridge, Europe’s lon- 
gest suspension span, cut an hour from 
driving time to the Algarve coast in 
1966 and the jetport in 1965 had put 
Faro within 35 minutes of the capital. 

About one year ago, T.A.P. Portu- 
guese Airlines launched their own 707 
jetliner service between New York and 
Lisbon and Air France opened a new 
route — New York-Lisbon-Nice. Flights 
on to Faro are not only quick and con- 
venient but cost just about $20.00 
round-trip over the transatlantic round- 
trip fare. : 

Travelers driving south to the Al- 
garve will probably go via Setubal (a

Beckons Again

A 60-acre world’s fair of flowers 
with vivid representation by more than 
20 countries is the 1969 International 
Flower Show which opens later this 
month in Paris at the Bois de Vin- 
cennes. Until early October the Floralies 
Show will symbolize Europe’s blosso- 
ming scene. 

Floral displays at the exhibition 
range from wild and forest flowers near 
the main entrance at Vincennes Castle 
to a variety of exhibits by horticultur- 
ists, florists and fruit producers, all de- 
signed to capture in flowers each na- 
tion’s distinctive landscape and perfume. 

The International Flower Show has 
parallels with Europe as an Eden for 
tourism. For instance, multi-seasonal 
changes of many countrysides are typi- 
fied. Burgeoning English gardens con- 
trast with the glow of Holland’s tulip 
fields, Paris’s candelabra of flowering 
chestnut trees, hillsides of Riviera mimo- 
sa, northern Italy’s blanket of almond 
blossoms, the splash of Grecian oleander, 
and wild-flower lace atop Austria’s 
mountains. 

Europe’s flowers and tourism beckon 
brightly with four-seasonal variety and 
perennial freshness. Each season has its 
special color, every nation proffers dis- 
tinctive beauty, and the travel connois- 
seur finds varied havens in which to 
gather bouquets of souvenirs. 

The travel buds may be perennials 
or perhaps a special flowering this year. 
Wales, long noted for its rugged land- 
scape and about 200 lakes as well as 
cliff-bordered shore, has royal signifi- 
cance this year. On July 1, Prince 
Charles will be solemnly invested as 
Prince of Wales in grand ceremonies at 
Caernarvon Castle. 

The 700-year-old Caernarvon Castle 
and its medieval mate, Conway Castle, 
are massive fortresses not far from 
Mount Snowdon (3,650 feet), about an 
hour’s drive from Bangor in the lake dis- 
trict. Incidentally, Princess Margaret’s 
consort, Antony Armstrong-Jones, took

The 
pillared lobby hosts a renowned bust of 
Louis XVI by Pajou. Nearby, a portrait 
of Marie-Antoinette by Drouhais, 18th- 
century tapestries and rare carpets 
round out the grand scene. 

Most of Le Bristol’s appointments 
have the mark of period workmanship, 
but the de luxe apartments are air- 
conditioned, and all baths have separate 
shower and tub, two basins and marble 
walls. Design is for total comfort, with 
service an impeccable tradition in the 
grand manner — a joy fading from the 
world travel scene. 

Paris hosts a number of new notes. 
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Off-the-beaten-path castles such as this one in the Vosges region make driving through the countryside Le Drugstore, formerly just one near the 
a tour filled with surprises.

Les Halles has moved 
south of the city to a giant new center, 
the Marais Quarter has been given new 
cultural life, and many Metro stops (no- 
tably the Louvre) have had major reno- 
vation.

Pa- 
risian spring blossoms almost to song. 

April in Portugal is not only tuneful 
but the melody lingers into summer, no- 
tably for travelers who feel the lyric ap- 
peal of low-priced luxury. Lisbon’s new- 
est major monument, the Ponte Salazar 
(Europe’s longest suspension bridge), 
has been a boon to tourism southward 
on Setubal Peninsula.

High Painter 
Of Flowers

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De the month of April, a group of recent water-color 
paintings by Ian Woodner is on view at the Weintraub Gal- 
lery in New York. While delighting visitors as yet unfamiliar 
with the creations of this artist, exhibition is of even greater 
interest to those art lovers who have followed his unusual ca- 
reer from the start and who are able to judge the development 
of his style since his last New York show, in 1966, which also 
consisted solely of flower paintings. 

By profession, the multi-faceted Mr. Woodner is an archi- 
tect, and has achieved outstanding recognition in that field. It 
is true of course that he had an early start: at the precocious 
age of eight, the boy informed his somewhat startled but ac- 
quiescing parents that he intended to become an architect. He 
was not quite sure exactly what this meant, but the choice 
turned out to have been excellent, and was confirmed by bril- 
liant academic successes, prizes, tuition grants, Harvard fel- 
lowships and finally the coveted Harvard Paris Prize in 1930. 

By then also, Woodner knew himself to be first and fore- 
most a painter, but his interest was directed chiefly towards 
landscape work, as a valuable adjunct to architecture, en- 
abling him to present his conceptions in settings far superior 
to the usual rather dry indications. The young architect was 
entrusted with the design of a number of buildings for the city 
of New York, including the well-known Central Park ‘‘Zoo,” 
as well as the health buildings at the 1939-40 World’s Fair. In 
connection with this project, he was also to give evidence of 
the connoisseur’s flair that would later lead to forming a no- 
table private collection. For the mural decorations, he turned 
to some relatively-unknown American artists, such as Wilhelm 
de Kooning, who have now attained great fame. 

Woodner himself, as yet, could divert but little time for 
painting. However, the longing resulted in such frustration 
that the only way to minimize it was, if he could not be a 
participant, to become at least a ‘‘spectator’’—a collector. To- 
day the collection acquired over these patient years of waiting 
not only has placed him in the forefront of international col- 
lectors but there can be little doubt that (as a far from passive 
exercise in artistic discrimination) it played a major role in his 
development as a painter. It was nothing less than placing 
himself as a pupil at the feet of the greatest practitioners of 
art through the centuries. 

A very special sympathy drew Ian Woodner to the works 
of Odilon Redon, the visionary French poet-painter of the 
mid-19th century. The kinship is immediately apparent, 
though it is spiritual rather than technical. Yet to be com- 
pared to Redon—frequently the case with Mr. Woodner—is 
just about the highest compliment that can be paid a painter 
of flowers. But the contemporary American artist differs from 
the French master in several respects, which is all to the good, 
since it is by means of these that he affirms his own strikingly 
original artistic self. 

Although by no means a realist, Ian Woodner at times is 
considerably more literal than Redon, in the sense that some 
of his floral models are clearly recognizable. But precision of 
this kind is never there for its own sake, only in subservience 
to what might be termed a higher purpose. For if the flower 
paintings of Ian Woodner have been called, very justly, ‘‘por- 
traits of bouquets,’ this is true only as an indication of the 
unique character of each grouping but has no reference what- 
soever to slavish recording. As to the loveliness of the results 
achieved, there can be no doubt where the entire credit is due. 
For if flowers in nature are indeed lovely per se, in art they 
are so only at the will of the artist, or rather, in exact propor- 
tion to his talent and sensitivity. Woodner’s flowers are the 
distilled essence of his feelings and thoughts; it is hardly nec- 
essary to add that they are also the product of consummate 
skill. 
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Arrangement in a Blue Vase, painted by lan Woodner, is an asymmetrical 
work, suggesting in arrangement the fascinating imbalance of nature. (Nelson) 


Not surprisingly, these paintings have been qualified as 
“‘exquisite,’’ a term so badly misused and overworked that it 
falls rather ineffectively on modern ears. Yet it is truly called 
for in this instance—in fact, we should go beyond its current 
sense to translate it as sought-out, recherche, refined to the 
utmost extent. For indeed, true artist that he is, Woodner is 
never satisfied with his original conception but goes on end- 
lessly. A touch is added here; this line is strengthened; that 
other, on the contrary, must be done away with. The result: 
astounding richness and subtlety, so complex that it often 
passes unnoticed, although the general effect is felt subcon- 
sciously. But, after all, artistic magic should not be reasoned; 
imponderable and undefinable, like all divine gifts, it “is not 
strain’d, it droppeth as the gentle rain...” 

To choose but one instance, we cannot help but feel the 
absolute rightness of the containers in which the blossoms are 
displayed, but unless told we are not likely to guess how this 
desirable effect was achieved. Simply, we are aware of the pre- 
ciousness and faultless elegance of the vases— supremely 
graceful in shape, and in color suggesting rare ancient Oriental 
ceramics and porcelains: tints of turquoise, oxblood, lapis laz- 
uli, peach-bloom glaze, moonglow white, etc. Yet, while con- 
tributing so much of the composition and the color harmony, 
these elements never intrude as is too often the case in paint- 
ings of flowers by tyros and amateurs. Here on the contrary 
the flowers are not constrained, they do not even appear cut 
but as if they had sprung full-blown from these receptacles. 
Ian W oodner now reveals that he invariably paints the 
blooms first and is thus able to render them with uninhibited 
freedom. Only after this has been achieved does he, almost as 


an afterthought, set the vases below them, in the recognized, 
orthodox manner. 
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Shown at home amongst his fine paintings is lan Woodner, the distinguished 
architect and art collector who is also an artist in his own right. (Fried) 


Spontaneous charm, vibrant freedom, unerring taste — 
these qualities are based in a bedrock of philosophical thought 
that is revealed bit by bit, reticently, in such telling details as 
the sere leaf or wilted bud placed next to the triumphant 
bloom in its full glory, for the purpose of carrying a twofold 
message: the artistic one (every dun shade or muted tint 
serves to deepen and enrich still further the splendid flares of 
color) and the philosophic one (reverence of life, vulnerable 
and indestructible as these very blooms, evanescent but ever 
renewed). 

The serene equanimity, the perfectly harmonious balance 
of the floral studies may in some measure be explained by the 
fact that these portraits of flowers are more exactly interpreta- 
tions. To appreciate both Woodner’s objectivity in front of his 
“models” and his freedom from the shackles of realism, one 
must learn that this artist frequently does not know the name 
of the blossoms he depicts with such great expressiveness. 

Reality, when encountered in his work, might well be 
termed a happy accident. But ‘‘accidents” of this kind occur 
far too frequently (more specially in this current display) to 
be attributable merely to chance. Woodner, we may feel cer- 
tain, knows exactly what he is doing, and the happiest acci- 
dent of all in final analysis is that so gifted an artist should 
now at last find it possible to devote more of his time and 
energy to the art for which he was predestined. 

If Woodner’s other paintings — portraits, landscapes, etc. 
— have all along been indicative of robust but undeveloped 
talent, it may be said nevertheless that his specialization in 
flower paintings has been a revelation. Yet his first flower es- 
says were but an inkling of things to come. 

At this stage, Woodner has gone far beyond what cautious 
reviewers are wont to call ‘“‘noted”’ or ‘‘distinguished”’ accom- 
plishment. Faint praise is downright sinful. It is only simple 
honesty to say that Ian Woodner, to my knowledge, is prob- 
ably the one painter of flowers in our days who is genuinely 
deserving of that high title. And it is no little thing to be heir 
to a long and glorious tradition that began with the first an- 
cient Egyptian artist who took delight in depicting the grace 
of a lotus tendered as offering to the Goddess- Queen Isis. 

Since then many things estimed of great moment have 
come and gone. But the loveliness of the lotus blossom re- 
mains still with us. Pure. Incorruptible. Eternal.

The six Inaugural Balls climaxed the 
round of official galas, all attended by 
the new President and First Lady. Ball- 
rooms of top Washington hotels and the 
Smithsonian’s Museum of History and 
Technology were the settings, all with 
glamorous decor, big-name orchestras 
and masters-of-ceremony. 

Draperied guest boxes ringed each 
dance floor flanking the large, pagoda- 
like Presidential Box with its graceful 
pillars, domes and spires and huge presi- 
dential seals. Decor was the handiwork 
of Ball Co-Chairman Mrs. Leslie Ar- 
ends, wife of the House Republican 
Whip. 

Largest of the balls was at the Sher- 
aton-Park Hotel, where 10,000 elegant- 
ly-attired guests danced to the ‘“‘swing 
and sway” of Sammy Kaye, with Art 
Linkletter serving as MC. They mingled 
with Dinah Shore, Dorothy Malone, 
Governor and Mrs. Ronald Reagan, 
General and Mrs. William Westmore- 
land, Governor and Mrs. Claude Kirk 
and such.

The annual awards banquet of the 
national honorary cinema fraternity Del- 
ta Kappa Alpha at the University of 
Southern California looked more like a 
gala film premiere than a “‘school so- 
cial.”

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Vegetables — A Fabled History 


Aun of us enjoy the color and flavor 
of vegetables — fresh green beans and 
sweet peppers, golden squash and corn, 
crimson tomatoes and radishes, and doz- 
ens more — yet we know very little of 
their origins. 

Archeologists, historians, geogra- 
phers, botanists and others have tried 
for centuries to find the original homes 
of vegetables and shrewd scientific “‘veg- 
etable detectives” are still on the job, 
tracking down origins, and not for fun. 
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By LOWIS CARLTON 


If we know the origin of a plant, we 
know where to look for different forms 
having characteristics that might be 
valuable in crop breeding. 

The early detectives had few guides, 
mostly folk tales, sketchy reports of 
travelers and history books. Published 
versions were not always helpful, be- 
cause vegetables came into use long be- 
fore the days of written records. Prehis- 
toric peoples moving from one continent 
to another took along seeds they had 


learned to use for food. It is this wide 
scattering of vegetable plants at the 
dawn of known history that makes it so 
difficult to track them down. 

Archeologists have discovered an- 
cient carvings, records in stone, orna- 
ments, and decorated utensils describing 
or depicting food plants in many parts 
of the world. Even seeds of very ancient 
varieties of vegetables have been found, 
but none will grow; most crumble into 
dust when touched. 
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Recent studies have shown that agri- 
culture, including rearing of animals and 
cultivation of plants, began in the last 
part of the Stone Age, when man was 
learning to make pottery and grind 
tools. Fleshy underground plants that 
could be left in the earth until needed 
were most popular; perishable leafy veg- 
etables came much later. 

The largest number of vegetables 
now grown in this country came from | 
lands well inland from the eastern end of 
the Mediterranean Sea. Some of these 
are asparagus, beets, broccoli, cabbage, 
cauliflower, celery, endive, kale, lettuce, — 
parsley, parsnips and rhubarb. Migra- 
tions, invasions, infiltration and trans- 
portation of peoples carried seeds all 
over the known world. 

The Far East has given the world 
more cultivated plants of various kinds | 
than any other large area (including | 
many American vegetables): mustards, 
radishes, Chinese cabbage, soybeans, cu- 
cumbers, eggplant and cowpeas. India | 
gave us cowpeas (black-eyed peas), egg- 
plant and cucumbers. Africa contributed 
only two — okra and watermelons.

Sweet corn was grown in Peru in 
prehistoric times, and, along with maize, 
was a great favorite with North Ameri- 
can Indians. The sweet potato is another 
native American plant, found by Colum- 
bus and his shipmates. It is believed 
that early Spanish explorers took the 
sweet potato to the Philippines and East 


Indies; from there it was carried to In- 
dia, China, and Malaya by Portuguese 
voyagers. 

So we can see that the simple little 
vegetable that quietly visits our table is 
really quite sophisticated, a world trav- 
eler, in fact, with quite a history. Its an- 
cestors hobnobbed with the Stone Age 
Man, graced kings’ tables in ancient 
lands, waited to welcome Columbus to 
the new continent. 

Today as yesterday, all the world 
loves a vegetable. And from the dawn of 
time, good cooks have turned their tal- 
ents to the use of vegetables, giving 
them special seasoning and sauces that 
add glamor and good taste.

Meanwhile, Prince Charles has left 
Cambridge to study for the term before 
his investiture at the University College 
of Wales, in Aberystwyth.

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place four months before Charles’ 21st 
birthday, marks his formal presentation 
as the Prince of Wales. Actually, he was 
named Prince of Wales (the title is not 
hereditary but newly created for each 
prince) by his mother in 1958. Charles, 
then a nine-year-old student at Cheam, 
heard the news — like everyone else — 
over the radio. Queen Elizabeth, who’d 
been too ill to attend the Common- 
wealth Games being held in Cardiff, had 
secretly recorded a speech which was 
played at the end of the games. At the 
close of her speech, she made the sur- 
prise announcement, “‘I intend to create 
my son, Charles, Prince of Wales to- 
day,’ and then went on ‘‘When he is 
grown up, I will present him to you at 
Caernarvon.”’

etiiman Emil Mosbacher Jr., 
now United States Chief of Protocol, has 
already scored a first in White House 


entertaining. 
At the early February diplomatic re- 
ception, ‘‘Buss’’ Mosbacher sailed 


around the usual receiving line bottle- 
neck shoals by setting up separate lines 
in the Green, Blue and Red Rooms, for 
President and Mrs. Nixon, Vice Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Agnew, and Secretary of 
State and Mrs. Rogers. 

In this way the chiefs of diplomatic 
missions from the some 116 countries 
with representation in Washington were 
able (in different settings) to pay their 
separate respects to the administration’s 
three top officials and their wives. 

But while ‘“‘Ambassador’’ Mosbacher 
(the protocol chief has ambassadorial 
rank) was moving the ceremonial ship- 
of-state in this direction of imaginative 
innovation, the administration reverted 
to a more traditional course in the sarto- 
rial area. It was strictly white-tie-and- 
tails for the gentlemen. And this was a 
fashion turnabout, for early in LBJ’s ad- 
ministration he declared for black tie at 
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these functions, and the less formal dress 
(for men) stayed throughout his White 
House years. 

“We feel the majority of the diplo- 
mats prefer the more formal dress and 
the opportunity to wear their decora- 
tions,” Mosbacher said in an interview 
in his office at the State Department. 
“These functions are for them, and they 
should have what they prefer.” 

The new Chief of Protocol, who has 
twice won the famed America’s Cup 
race, sees some ironical differences be- 
tween the preoccupations of his boating 
past, and the post to which he has just 
been appointed. As the new man in 
charge of ceremonial forms and courte- 
sies in the State Department,one ques- 
tion with which he has to occupy him- 
self is who sits where, at what shape ta- 
ble? 

And at this moment, when the Re- 
publican Administration is moving into 
diplomatic stride, table shapes are very 
much on his mind — the shape of the 
tables to be used at White House state 
dinners. On these occasions in the Eisen- 
hower administration a large, U-shaped

table graced the state dining room at 
1600 Pennsylvania Avenue N.W., with 
the President and First Lady sitting in 
the center like royalty, and everybody 
else seated in exact protocol order. 

During the Kennedy and Johnson 
administrations round tables for ten 
were placed in the state dining room. 
Spokesmen for the last two administra- 
tions held that in that way more guests 
could be seated with greater coziness 
and conversation was fostered. 

Another amusing twist to Mosba- 
cher’s switch in jobs is that instead of 
meeting Prince Philip of Britain or King 
Constantine of Greece in the yachting 
world, as he has done in the past, he 
may be rolling out red carpets for them 
at the White House. 

While the new Chief of Protocol 
hasn’t had time to observe clearly de- 
fined similarities between the job of a 
cup-winning yachtsman and steering the 
ceremonial ship-of-state, he does believe 
some of the same factors are necessary 
for a successful voyage in any job. 

“One is fitness in the broadest sense. 
Another is a good crew that works well 
together. Education, intelligent plan- 
ning, careful handling of logistical prob- 
lems are also part of any job,’’Mosba- 
cher said. “‘When I’ve been sailing this 
particular craft more than a few weeks, 
perhaps I’ll see some finer points of 
comparison.”’ The Ambassador’s proto- 
col crew “‘that works well together” in- 
cludes Deputy Chief of Protocol Clem- 
ent Conger, and Assistant Chief of Pro- 
tocol David Waters.

But she’s ready to get into the official 
party swing and has already made a 
stunning first appearance at the diplo- 
matic reception. Her taste in clothes is 
impeccable. 

Patricia Ryan Mosbacher, a Ben- 
nington College graduate, and a public 
relations assistant in New York City be- 
fore her marriage some 18 years ago, is 
probably the best looking of all the Nix- 
on administration wives.

European countries. 

Early in the season, shore seekers 
center on southern Italy and Greece. 
Sicily is particularly attractive in May, 
as is the Sorrento peninsula, Capri and 
Ischia. International jet service to Na- 
ples has greatly augmented access to 
this area. From Catania, Palermo or 
Taormina, circle tours of Sicily lead to 
rich antiquities and golden temples tow- 
ering in fields of wild-flowers. 

Tourism in Greece has been influ- 
enced importantly by the expansion of 
shipping routes through the islands. Sev- 
eral steamship companies — Chandris 
and Sun Lines, for example — offer 
many three-, five- and eight-day itinera- 
ries through the Greek islands. Greece’s 
season extends through October; a mini- 
mum of two to three weeks should be 
shared between mainland centers of his- 
tory and the islands. A minimum trip 
requires visits to Crete, Corfu, and most 
certainly flowerful Rhodes. 

A new trend is toward two-country 
European tours, which have developed 
markedly in the last few years. Greece 
now is often combined with Italy, be- 
cause of historical and cultural links and 
accessibility. A similar evolution has 
forged travel ties between Portugal and 
Spain where seasons and cultures paral- 
lel each other. 

So it is, too, with the Scandinavian 
countries. Travel in Scandinavia lends 
itself particularly well to circular itinera- 
ries, clockwise or counter-clockwise. Per- 
haps it may be most convenient to begin 
in Denmark, move to the natural won- 
ders of Norway’s fjords, then to Swe- 
den’s urban development centered on 
Stockholm.

A west-east trip to Stockholm will 
probably be made by air, which will 
leave sufficient time for a boat trip 
north through the giant archipelago (a 
memorable summer experience!) before 
continuing south to Denmark. 

Sweden’s classic east-west trip, 
Stockholm-Goteborg, crosses the heart 
of the nation on tranquil waterways. 
Three days aboard a canal cruiser leads 
across lakes, through canals bordered 
with forest, medieval castles and striking 
port towns. 

Eastern Europe also lends itself to 
circular itineraries. They often begin in 
either Vienna or Budapest and continue 
through Prague and Warsaw. Sometimes 
there are extensions southward to Bul- 
garia and Rumania or Yugoslavia, or 
northward to Russia. While these trips 
can easily be made, they usually de- 
mand advance planning to procure nec- 
essary visas and make the hotel reserva- 
tions usually required. 

Car travel through Europe continues 
to grow in popularity. It offers close-up 
views of countryside and convenient ac- 
cess to some of the Continent’s most at- 
tractive spots. Rental rates are less than 
at home, especially in Italy, Germany 
and Portugal.

repurchase plans are ideal. Usually, a 
car is purchased, used for one to six 
months, and then sold back to the deal- 
er at a pre-arranged price. For example, 
a Renault-4 can be used for two months 
for about $360, while the larger Renault- 
16 runs about $450 for 60 days. 

Travel treasure ready for discovery 
by car is as charming as an old-fash- 
ioned bouquet. A typical itinerary in 
France might include Gothic Rouen plus 
Normandy’s lush countryside, a side-trip 
through Brittany’s dramatic peninsula 
to rock-bound Finistere, then return to 
Paris via Nantes and the rolling cha- 
teaux country of the Loire Valley. 

Switzerland lends itself well to circle- 
trips, too. From Geneva, travelers can 
drive along the lake to Montreux, 
through dramatic mountains near the 
Lake of the Four Cantons, on to the 
foot of the St. Gottard Pass, then the 
lake district and Lucerne, before return 
via the grand Berenese Oberland. 

A rewarding car route in Italy might 
begin in Rome, go to Assise, eastward at 
Perugia to Cattolica on the Adriatic, 
thence north through a number of beach 
resorts.
